The board first approved the minutes of the 
August 8 and August 22 meetings, and then unanimously 
voted to sign and approve a letter to Comcast formally 
requesting Channel 18 be activated for the three towns as 
the designated Education Channel under their contract 
agreement. 

The board then met with Highway Surveyor Bar- 
ry Denham to discuss the status on various road projects 
he's looking to complete and a shortfall within his current 
budget. 

"We don't have enough money in the operating 
budget to pay salaries as they exist," Mr. Denham said. 
"Something went wrong when the budget was produced 
... and we're showing a $10,171 shortfall in the salaries/ 
wages line item." 

"I would support the increase in the budget for 
your salaries," Selectman Lombard said. 

Mr. Denham said he expects another estimated 
$10,000 shortfall under his equipment repair line item 
since he's already expended about half that amount to 
date in maintaining his vehicles. 

"Until four years ago, we had a (town) mechanic 
who took care of repairs ... now it's fallen on either High- 
way Department staff or having to send the vehicles out

(for repair) ... which is more expensive," he said. 

To that end, the board agreed to support a re- 
quested $22,000 increase in the Highway Department 
budget to cover these deficiencies. 

Mr. Denham also requested to place an article 
on the next Special Town Meeting warrant to survey Old 
Slough Road to determine whether all portions of the 
road are on town property. This survey would cost an 
estimated $20,000 and he felt it needed to be done before 
any work on the road proceeded. 

"I've had a lot of requests for line painting," Mr. 
Denham said. "My total road painting and road sign bud- 
get is $3,000. I'm estimating that it's going to cost some- 
where around $4,500 to do ... road line painting." 

The board next considered appointing a Deputy 
Fire Chief after a recent search and interview process. 
According to Mr. Botelho, they appointed a search com- 
mittee and they are recommending the appointment of 
Lieutenant Andrew Murray as the town's new Deputy 
Fire Chief. Mr. Murray currently works with both the 
Mattapoisett Fire and Police Departments. 

"He is the best fit for what Mattapoisett needs 
right now," Mr. Botelho said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
point Lieutenant Murray as Deputy Fire Chief, with 
Selectman Collyer abstaining since he is also a member of 
the Mattapoisett Fire Department. 

At 6:30 pm the board met with abutters to discuss 
needed repair work on Brandt Island Road. 

"I suggested these gentlemen make an appoint- 
ment with the Selectmen to discuss the road project," 
Selectman Andrews said. 

Mr Denham said he had concerns with using the 
excess grindings from the North Street project to fill and 
resurface Brandt Island Road, since it would require rais-

ing the road level by three inches and would eventually 
cause runoff onto people's lawns and property. 

"When we first discussed this issue, they brought 
these problems to our attention, especially with regards to 
dust," Selectman Lombard said. "We thought it would be 
a quick-fix with the (planned) North Street project ... we 
didn't talk about raising the road three inches." 

"It makes no sense to put anything on that road 
right now ... it's just a band-aid," Selectman Andrews 
said. 

Both Mr. Denham and the board agreed they 
should pursue a complete paving and resurfacing project 
on Brandt Island Road using Chapter 90 funding from the 

state.

PACKING 
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lectmen was called to order on Monday, August 28 at 6:45 
pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, 
Town Administiator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first went into Executive Session with 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey to discuss contract negotiations 
and pending litigation. 

Upon returning to Open Session at 7:22 pm, the 
board unanimously approved the minutes of the August 
7 and August 14 meetings, then met with Town Treasurer 
Naida Parker and Diana Knapp regarding payroll issues 
and investment policies. 

"When we had a review with Standard and Poor's, 
one of the things they were looking at was our investment 
policies," Ms. Parker said. "Right now the interest rates 
are good and we are making some money on (our invest- 
ments)." 

Ms. Parker presented the board with a new pro- 
posed investment policy for them to review and consider 
adopting. She also cautioned that the town's newly-con- 
firmed bond rating might be jeopardized if Free Cash was 
used to balance the operating budget. 

"The thing that will hurt us is that we are spending 
Free Cash to balance our budget ... they don't like to see us 
doing that," Ms. Parker said. 

Ms. Parker also noted that some of the shelves 
in the Town Hall vault need to be replaced because they

are beginning to bow and might eventually "fall and kill 
someone/' she said. The board suggested placing the esti- 
mated purchase of new shelving on the next Special Town 
Meeting warrant slated for sometime this fall. 

Lastly, Ms. Parker and Ms. Knapp noted they will 
likely need additional clerical help while they are in the 
process of test-running a new payroll and accounting soft- 
ware system. They are currently working with two paral- 
lel systems and it is a time-consuming process to enter all 
the pertinent information into the new system. The board 
advised Ms. Parker to determine how many additional 
hours she needs and plan accordingly. 

At 7:44 pm the board met with Police Chief Paul 
Magee to first request the appointment of Robert Nordahl 
as a part-time police officer with the Rochester Police 
Department. Mr. Nordahl has extensive police experience 
and currently works with the Middleboro Police Depart- 
ment. The board unanimously voted to appoint Mr. Nor- 
dahl as requested. 

Chief Magee also wanted to update the board 
regarding resident Michael Stack's recent complaint over 
Barnes Tree Service using his private right of way to enter 
and exit their business property near where he is building 
a home. At the last Selectmen's meeting, Mr. Stack asked 
the board to intervene on his behalf since he is concerned 
that the speeding trucks pose a significant danger to his 
children. 

"I am disheartened with his comment that his 
complaint has fallen on deaf ears ... that is not the case," 
Chief Magee said. "Unfortunately, I think the problem 
is he hasn't liked what he's heard. This is a private road

Little Miss Sunshine. Starring Greg Kinnear and Toni Collette. 
Directed by Jonathan Dayton and Valerie Faris. Running time:

Waiting to pay for some items at the local phamacy on my way home 
from Link Miss Sunshine, I spotted the People cover featuring JonBenet 
Ramsey — that poor, sad icon of everything that's wrong and right with 
America. The photos of JonBenet all gussied up seem scarcely less unnatural 
than her violent fate. There's something creepy and pedophUic about the 
whole enterprise (often fuelled by frustrated beauty-pageant one-timers like 
JonBenet's mother). I flashed back on the scenes in Little Miss Sunshine 
showcasing little girls tarted up enough to make JonBenet look plain. The 
sight is both ghastly and saddening, and it brings everything in this under- 
cooked but successful film into sharp focus. Is this sort of contest worth 
winning? Is it so bad to lose at being a mini-whore? 

In ways big and small, the whole movie asks those questions. We're 
introduced to a New Mexico family of desperate strivers — the Hoover 
family (the name being a not-so-subtle pun about how much they suck; 
apologies to readers who share the name). Richard (Greg Kinnear) has a 
nine-step program promising to train "losers" to become "winners," but he 
hasn't realized that nobody's going to take how-to- win advice from someone 
who hasn't won anything yet. While Richard waits for his ship to come in, 
in the form of a possible book deal, his frazzled wife Sheryl (Toni Collette) 
keeps food on the table (Sprite and take-out chicken). Her brother Frank 
(Steve Carell) is despondent after having been dumped by one of his (male) 
grad students. Richard's dad (Alan Arkin) is an irascible old goat. Finally, 
the family's two kids have their own goals: Dwayne (Paul Dano) has taken 
a vow of silence until he gets to go off to the Air Force Academy, and Olive 
(Abigail Breshn) dreams of being a beauty queen, under the tutelage of 
Grandpa, who seems to have a kind word only for her. 

Little Miss Sunshine follows this dysfunctional clan as they travel by 
dysfunctional minibus from Alberquerque to Redondo Beach to enter OUve 
in the Little Miss Sunshine pageant. Along the way, most of what can go 
wrong does, and for a while the movie flirts uncomfortably with Weekend 
at Bernie 's territory. For the first half hour or so, the film got my back up; I 
assumed this indie darling (a Sundance winner picked up by Fox Searchlight 
for $10 million, and posting decent box-office returns in its slow rollout) 
would be yet another smug comedy building up middle-class straw men 
only to incinerate them. What we didn't need, I thought, was a farcical 



variation on American Beauty, or a road trip in which everyone Hugs and 
Learns Something. 

But as it goes along. Little Miss Sunshine accumulates depth and fleshes 
out its characters. Greg Kinnear's Richard, for instance, shows us the abject 
terror inside the winner's pose. Steve Carell moves away from his cartoon- 
ish specialty and makes Frank a saturnine, darkly sarcastic man, a Proust 
scholar in a world of people who've never heard of Proust. The movie stays 
within its realistic, lower-middle-class framework. The American Dream 
isn't working for these people, because it isn't their own dream. The ethos 
of winning, surface success, beauty — it deforms the best and destroys the 
rest. Billed as a comedy, the movie spends a surprising amount of screen 
time wallowing. 

And then it comes — the climax at the pageant, with its too-mature 
little girls looking like amped-up, horribly sexualized versions of the girls 
in Sparkle Motion in Donnie Darko. (For good measure, Beth Grant — who 
played Darko's obscenely driven Sparkle Motion stage mom — shows up 
here as a pageant official who almost doesn't let Olive in because the family 
is five minutes late. 1 half expected her to question Richard's commitment to 
Little Miss Sunshine.) Charismatic but a bit chunky and plain, Olive can't 
compete with the shining corruptions of girlhood on the stage, and the family 
realizes that with horror and then relief. What follows happily defiles the 
fake dignity of the pageant — of all pageants. Grandpa, the homy old coot 
who picked the inappropriate song Olive dances to, may have understood 
better than anyone the nature of the miniature meat market. The scene rises 
from embarrassment to triumph, and we're left with a rejection of false 
values that feels honest and earned. And then, at the pharmacy, I looked 
at JonBenet and remembered that one of the pageants she won was Little 
Miss Sunburst. Under Colorado state law she would've been old enough 
this month to get her driver's Ucense.
